m a y take the i-emainaer of the week 
to secure a Jury to try William Fish- 
back, age twenty-three, on trial be- 
fore Jndge W. H. Eichhorn f o r t h e 
m u r d e r of Roy E. Brown, 
a young 
business m a n of Redkey. R a y Landess 
is also 
under 
indictment, 
charged 
with the crime. 
Although the m u r - 
der was committed in J a y county, it 
was sent to Blackford county by Judge 
E. E. McGriff, of that circuit, on a n 
application for a change of venue by 
the defendants. 


Slow progress was made today. 
A. 
h a r d legal battle is assured, with able 
attorneys representing 
both 
t h e de- 
f e n d a n t and the state. The case is one 
of the most baffling in the criminal a n - 
nals of the state. 
Brown disappeared 
f r o m Redkey the night of J a n u a r y 29, 
1916, and two months later his muti- 
lated and decomposed body was found 
two and a half miles f r o m Redkey on 
the f a r m of E d w a r d Wise. 
Mr. Wise 
found it while working in the field. It 
Is supposed to have been put there five 
•weeks before it was found. 
There 
were three bullet holes made by a 32 
caliber 
revolver. 
Indications 
are, 
; however, that death h a d been caused 
;by strangulation and that the bullet 
holes were made in the body long a f t - 
fpr the death. 


An Unusual Indictment. 


The indictment against the defend- 
}b.nts is In three counts. 
T h e first 
count charges that Brown was killed 
by strangulation; 
the 
second count 
charges that he was shot to death, 
and the third count says he came to 
his death by means unknown to the 
grand jury. 


It was stated today that t h e state 
expects to reveal a picture of condi- 
tions in Redkey that seems to be al- 
most beyond belief, a picture of crime, 
debauchery, laivlessness, the intimida- 
tion of grand jury witnesses and a 
longlist'of lesser villainies. 


The state's 
evidence Is altogether 
circumstantial. 
State 
witnesses are 
expected to give a recital of incidents, 
all forming a chain of evidence show- 
ing that if Landess and Fishback did 
not kill Brown, it is almost 
certain 
that some of their associate.s were con- 
nected with the murder. 


3Iany Keg Parties. 


It was revealed in the habeas corpus 
proceedings, whereby one of the de- 
fendants tried to obtain mail, that be- 
ginning with Tuesday 
of the week 
Brown disappeared, a keg party was- 
held every night. 
On Saturday after- 
' noon of the night on which Brown dis- 
appeared a keg party was held at the 
house of William Fishback and when 
Mrs. Fishback came home and found 
her house full of drunken roughnecks 
she drove them away. 
The state will 
..attempt to prove that the series of keg 
parties had left the roughnecks penni- 
less. 
They wished more beer and had 
no money with which to buy it. Know- 
ing that Brown usually had money in 
his pocket, a plot was formed at one 
of the beer parties to rob him. No plan 
was made at that time to commit mur- 
der. 
Some of the gang 
knew 
tliat 
Brown 
had sought an 
appointment 
with a girl at the restaurant and she 
had i-efused to meet him. 
The state's 
contention is that the members of the 
gang decoyed Brown to the restaurant 
with a fake message f r o m the girl. The 
gang was on hand to watch and when 
Brown started back to his hotel, where 
he lived, they followed to hold him up. 


The night was very stormy. 
T h e 
state's theory is that Brown was caught 
a t the crossing of the main street and 
the L. E. & W. tracks. 
He cried for 
help and ran away, but was caught be- 
fore he h a d gone far. In an effort to 
stop his outcry and prevent him f r o m 
Identifying 
his assailants, 
he was 
strangled. 
The belief of the state is 
that the body was taken into a de- 
serted barn near a n alley, kept there 
a day or two and was then moved to 
another place the authorities have not 
yet been able to find. 


Became Alarmed. 


Because of articles in the Redkey 
paper scoring the gang, its members 
are believed to have become alarmed 
and took the body f r o m its second hid- 
ing place and started for an abandoned 
well in a clump of trees on the Wise 
farm, and h a d it been put Into this 
well it would never have been found. 
For some reason the murderers, who 
had the body in a buggy, did not go to 
the well, but threw the body inside the 
fence and under a clump of 
trees, 
where it was afterward found. 


Included 
in the J a y county gang 
t m 
holdup 
men, 
burglars, 
petty 
tflfeves, 
sluggers 
and general all- 
round bad men. A stockman named 
Williams was shot a n d robbed within 
half a mile of the spot where Brown 
was supposed to have been killed. Nu- 
merous stores werer robbed by bur- 
glars, horses stolen and freight cars 
plundered. 
Residents of Redkey were 
satisfied they knew who were doing 
these things, but they dared not give 
voice to their suspicions. 
They feared 
they would be killed or their houses 
burned.

Is Admiral's Daughter. 


The sentry 
was Marie Skrydloff, 
daughter of Admiral Skrydloff, former 


commander of the 
Baltic fleet, a n d 
minister of marine. 
Inside there were 
four large doi-mitories. the beds with- 
out bedding and strewn with soldiers' 
heavy overcoats. 
In the court yard 
the girls were a t drill, mostly between 
18 and 25 years of age, of good phys- 
ique and many of them pretty. 
They 
were drilling under the instruction of 
a male sergeant of t h e Volynski regi- 
ment and marched to a n exaggerated 
goose step. 


Commander Lieut. Buitchkareff ex- 
plained that most of the recruits were 
f r o m the higher educational 
acade- 
mies or secondary schools, with a few 
peasants, factory girls and servants. 
Some married women were accepted, 
but none who h a d children. 
T h e girl 
commander said: 


"We apply the rigid system of dis- 
cipline of the pre-revolutionary army, 
rejected the new principle of soldier 
self-government. 
Having no time to 
inure the girls gradually to hardships, 
we impose a Sparatan regime f r o m the 
first. 
They sleep on boards without 
bed clothes, thus immediately 
elimi- 
nating the weak. 
The smallest breach 
of discipline is punished by expulsion 
in disgrace. 


Drill Many Hours Dally. 


"The ordinary soldiers' food is f u r - 
nished by the guards' equippage corps. 
We rise a t 4 a n d drill daily f r o m 7 to 
11 a n d again f r o m 1 to 6. The girls 
carry the cavalry carbine which Is five 
pounds lighter than the regular a r m y 
rifle. 
On our first parade I requested 
any girl whose motives were frivolous 
to step out. Only one did so, but later 
many who were unable to stand the 
privations left us. 


"We are fully official and a r e al- 
ready entered on the list of regiments. 
Uniforms and supplies a r e 
received 
from the ministry of war, to which we 
render account and present 
reports. 
Yesterday 
the 
commander 
of the 
'Petrogi-ad military district 
expressed 
his satisfaction. 
I a m convinced that 
we will excel the male 
fighters." 


Asked as to the attitude of the male 
army. Commander 
Buitchkareff 
said 
that only the Voynski regiment, which 
led the 
Petrograd 
revolution, 
was 
really favorable. 


The regimental 
clerk is 
Madame 
Barbara Rukovishikoff, editor of the 
Weekly Woman and Economy and a u - 
thor of some admii-able short stories. 
She sai^d that Mme. Kerensky intended 
to join the regiment, not a s a soldier, 
but as a sister of mercy. 


KOEHLER IS 


FOUND GUILTY

by Judge Eichhorn. It is believed that 
he will come to Fort Wayne Thursday 
evening and pronounce sentence. 


Immediately after the verdict was 
announced Thursday morning Imogene 
Myers, the prosecuting witness, w h o 
had been held in the county jail since 
she wa.s found in Chicago, was re- 
leased. She left the jail in the custody 
of her mother. 
It is said she will live 
with her mother in the south part of 
the city. 


History of Case. 


Imogene Myer.s, the prosecuting wit- 
ness, was a playmate of the daughter 
of Sammy Koehler, t h e defendant. 
It 
was charged that he criminally as- 
saulted 
her. He was arrested and 
Imogene was ordered to go to Wood- 
burn to remain there under the cus- 
tody of her grandfather. 
On February 
26. 1917, she suddenly 
disappeared 
and no trace was found of her f o r sev- 
eral months. 


The police of Chicago located her 
working in a depai-tment store under 
an assumed name. 
She was returned 
to Fort Wayne and kept in jail until 
the day of the trial. 
It was brought 
out in the trial that Sammy Koehler 
was instrumental in the disappearance 
of the pro-secuting witness. 


"That's a sad blow to father," was 
Sammy's remark when Judge O'Rourke 
read the verdict to the jury. 


The defendant in the case returned 
to the court 
room 
early Thursday 
morning giving the appearance that he 
had slept but little during the night. 
Nevertheless, he seemed to be jovial, 
putting on a bold front and regarding 
the delay of the jury in reaching a ver- 
dict that there was a possible doubt 
they would acquit him or disagree. 


Upon the arrival of the prosecuting 
attorney, t h e judge ordered court in 
session and asked that the jury be 
called. 
Sammy settled down in a chair 
and cross his legs in the same defiant 
m a n n e r which h a s characterized each 
time that he has faced officials of the 
law. 


He pinched his lips and put on a 
forced smile and kept tapping the a r m 
of his chair with the fingers of his 
right hand while with his left he kept 
pinching his cheek. 
W h e n the sen- 
tence was read 
his 
face suddenly 
flushed 
and turned to the side, and in 
a half joking m a n n e r muttered the 
slang remark about 
it being a sad 
blow. 


His two sisters, an aunt and anoth- 
er relative of Sammy's, who testified 
for the defense, were also in the court 
room and were seated about Sammy's 
wife. 
The two sisters and the aunt 
wept when the verdict was read, while 
the expression on the face of Sam- 
my's wife did not change a bit. 


May Appeal Case. 


It was rumored that the counsel for 
the defen.se is preparing to appeal the 
case to a higher court. 
.Judge Hench 
objected to the statement of Judge 
O'Rourke that the defendant was noxv 
ordered in the custody of the sheriff. 


In order to settle the matter, Judge 
W. H. Eichhorn was called at H a r t - 
ford City. 


Upon the conclusion of the evidence 
Wednesday evening and after final ar- 
guments the Jury was instructed by 
Judge Eichhorn at 6:30 o'clock.

OFFENSIVE SIGNS

had grown a little and after a few 
shouts of "traitors," a m a n who gave 
his name a s George B. Montgomery, 
of Richmond, Va., walked over and 
tore the remainder of the banner from 
its frame. 


After the last shred of canvass had 
been removed the police, who watched 
the proceedings 
without interfering, 
dispersed the crowd. 
Miss Lucy Burns, 
of New 
York, and 
Miss Catherine 
Morey, of Boston, held the banner. 
No attempt was made to touch them, 
either by t h e police or the crowd. 


Another Banner Demolished. 


Once earlier in the day when the 
suffragists 
appeared 
with a banner 
bearing the aame inscriptions a small 
crowd 
demolished 
it without 
m u c h 
demonstration. 
Soon 
after 
noon, 
however, 
the 
suffragists 
appeared 
with a new banner, stouter than the 
others, which they expected the crowd 
would have more difficulty in destroy- 
ing. 
The crowd was eond natured for 
the most part but determined in Us 
work, and did not attack the women 
who held the banners. 
Police 
were 
forced to clear the sidewalks in front 
of the white house several times but 
always managed to reach the scene of 
the attack on the banners just a mo- 
ment too late 


The crowd w^b not organized and 
showed no signs of interfering with the 
sentinels themselves until a 
woman, 
modestly dressed, w h o had been talk- 
ing earnestly to one of the sentinels 
for several minutes, suddenly snatched 
one of the banners and ran Into" Penn- 
sylvania avenue. 


In a moment the crowd got into 
action and the sentinels 
were sur- 
rounded. 
One by one their 
flags of 
purple, white and gold were 
taken 
from them and torn .to shreds. One 
standard-bearer, Miss Hazel Hunkliis, 
game to the last, climbed up on the 
pedestal of one of the white 
house 
gates and raised her banner as high as 
she could over her head In an effort to 
save it. She lasted only a moment. 'A 
man took the pole from her hand, 
broke It over the Iron gate and the 
suffragist fell to the ground.

charged 
the banner bearers at the other gate. 
The work there w as quickly 
done. 
One woman tore a silken strip from 
the suffrage colors on her hat and 
held it high on a pole. 
She was im- 
mediately surrounded by a guard of 
several other suffragists and efforts to 
take the colors away from her proved 
unavailing for several minutes. In the 
end, however, it met the fate of the 
rest and for the first time in many 
months the white house gates 
were 
free of suffrage colors. 
Most of the 
crowd came apparently from the gov- 
ernment departments neai-by although 
m a n y people had waited in the park 
across from the white house all morn- 
ing, expecting something to happen. 
The police had no difficulty in con- 
trolling them and while some of the 
women were not handled gently none 
wa sinjured. 


The ever present movie m a n was 
early on t h e job, waiting the oppor- 
tunity to make "news 
films." 
He was 
amply rewarded, and v.'hen the dem- 
onstration was at its height men Avho 
had torn the banners down, 
danced 
about in front of the clicking camei-a. 
waving the tattered 
trophies 
while 
the crowd roared and cheered in glee. 
One arrest was made. 
A police m a t - 
ron took into custody Mrs. Dee Rich- 
ardson, the woman, who police say, 
snatched down the first banner. 


The white house had steadfastly re- 
fused to allow the police to dj-ive the 
silent sentinels away.- Officials have 
said they did not wish to contribute 
to any "ipartyrdom." 


The situation now has reached a 
stage where, it is contended, if the 
police do not challenge the right of 
the women to stand at the white house 
gates, they a r e bound to protect them 
against attack or annoyance.

FOUNDING A CLAIM. 


President Wilson has issued a proclamation 
for 70,000 volunteers to bring the regular 
army up to full war strength of 300,000 men. 


If there are so many youiig men now on 
the registration lists who feel that there is 
something more to be preferred, in a service 
that is volunteered than in a service that is 
conscripted, here is the glowing opportunity 
for them. 


We shall expect to see Champ Clark and 
those who drew around him in congress to 
oppose the conscription bill now join their 
whole-souled efforts to the task of the presi- 
dent to obtain these seventy thousand volun- 
teers. 
Speaker Clark's opinions inclined to 
the view that conscription was a disgrace. 
*'Out in Missouri our people look upon a 
drafted man as no better than a convict," ex- 
claimed the speaker in a fine burst of patriot- 
ic frenzy. If that be the case, the state of 
Missouri with over three hundred thousand 
registered conscription eligibles ought to fill 
up the gaps in the regulars with no great de- 
lay. It will be a fine start if Missouri shall 
offer even but 10 per cent, of the men needed. 


Aside from all this and to the point direct- 
ly, the call for volunteers opens the way to 
young men who want to serve and are anxious 
to see active service with the least delay. 
Those who get into the regulars now will get 
Into France soon. Regular regiments already 
are "made." Their officers are highly train- 
ed,. their rank and file is for the most part 
well-seasoned. 
Seventy-thousand 
volunteers illation, 
distributed among these will be licked into 
shape iu jig-time and ready for the front 
months before tlie conscripted army can be 
called disciplined. 


OEVRDOING THEIR BIT. 


The Sillie Sallies of the Women's congres- 
sional union who have been picketing the 
white house and seeking to annoy the j)resi- 
dent for the past six months are getting on 
dangerous ground. 
They did so yesterday 
when they flaunted in the face of the Russian 
war envoys banners that, considering this na- 
tion is at Avar and that Russia is our ally, bore 
strange devices, indeed. 


So strange were these devices, so closely 
trenching upon the disloyal if not actually 
suggesting the treasonable that a mob of men 
and women was provoked to attack the Sillie 
Sallies and to destroy their banners. It was 
a very natural response to an extremely flag- 
rant provocation. The great bulk of the peo- 
ple, go where you will in the land, are now 
acutely sensitive to things that smack of dis- 
loyalty or impugn the motives of this country 
in the war. When those folks in Washing- 
ton read upon one banner a design specially 
for the enlightenment and delectation of the 
Russians, who have come to this country for 
encouragement 
and help, "Don't 
believe 
them; Mr. Root and President Wilson are 
fooling you," it was but natural that subse-- 
quent proceedings should take on some as- 
pects of violence. 


It is time that the "peaceful picketing" by 
the "silent sentinels" about the white house 
be broken up. It is an insolence to begin with 
and gives a lot of loony women an excuse for 
chronic loafing from work that might be use- 
ful. The Congressional union, of which these 
white house picketers and their enterprise are 
the creations, no more represents woman suff- 
rage in sentiment in America than Emma 
Goldman and Lucy Parsons represent the do- 
mestic sentiments of the womanhood of Amer- 
Im. It is but a few days since the National 
Alftociation for Woman's Suffrage in Amer- 
ItA, the real organization of suffragists and 
representing millions of voting women, sent 
a. strong appeal to the Congressional union to 
pull the Sillie Sallies off the job at the white 
house and to cease to annoy congress and con- 
gnetemen, for they were turning the people of 
the eountry and thé olBcials in : Waahingtim 


On the basis of a dollar per capita of her 
population, Evansville has set $100,000 as the 
goal of her Red Cross efforts. Yesterday af- 
ternoon something like three-fourths of the 
sum had been pledged. Fort Wayne has set 
$80,000 as the goal of her Red Cross efforts 
and yesterday afternoon had secured pledges 
for less than half the sum. 


Evansville for months has consistently 
ignored the estimates of the federal census 
bureau ranking her population below Fort 
Wayne and has stubbornly set up claim to the 
possession of one hundred thousand souls. At- 
tainment of her Red Cross goal will place her 
claim on a very attractive and convincing 
foundation. 


We do not believe Fort Wayne's people are 
going to surrender to Evansville their official 
claim to the honors and distinctions as In- 
diana 's second city o nany basis of such testi- 
mony as performance in the Red Cross cam- 
paign may afford. Fort Wayne is as able as 
Evansville to contribute an average of one 
dollar a head. Giving away money now will 
settle nothing when the next decennial census 
is taken three years hence, but it does cut 
something of a figure in this friendly rivalry 
for second place honors and will cut consid- 
erable of a figure in the manner of regard 
from the outside. 
Beyond this, however, is 
the real figure that will be cut by the fact of 
giving and the amount given to the R^d Cross 
fund. 


That is something more than worth while 
for itself. We trust it will be kept pre-emi- 
nently in mind, and that the while there shall 
be no failure to remember that as official 
claimant to second honors for population 
among the state's cities some excess of Fort 
Wayne's allotment is in order. 


Twenty thousand dollars was subscribed by 
a few men to start the Red Cross campaign 
in this city. Of the balance so far obtained 
there is an average of less than a dollar a 
head for less than one-fourth of the city's pop- 
One hundred thousand dollars does 
not appear beyond reason or beyond reach.

A NEW CONSTITUTION 


How Most Wisely to Select Judges is the 
Greatest Problem of Reform of Judiciary 


(Copyright 1917 by John A. Lapp.) 


How to select the right kind of men 
to perform the exacting task of dis- 
pensing justice efficiently on the bench 
is the principal problem of judicial re- 
form. The ideals set forth in the pre- 
ceding 
chapter cannot 
be attained 
until a system is devised to select men 
having 
the particular 
qualifications 
needed for a judge. 


We select judges now in this state 
by popular 
election upon 
partisan 
tickets. Each party nominates its can- 
didates and the voters vote for their 
party 
candidates. 
The judges 
are 
therefore inevitably in politics. 
They 
must serve the party to get the nomi- 
nation in the first instance and they 
must continue to serve if they expect 
renomination and re-election. 


Moreover, we elect for brief terms 
and the judge fairly gets settled in his 
duties and begins to develop expert- 
ness when his term expires and the 
fortune of politics may throw him out. 
The term in Indiana is six J'ears for 
circuit, superior«, appellate and 
su- 
preme judges. 


The system of elective judges and 
short terms is not peculiar to Indiana. 
Thirty-six states elect their state su- 
preme judges by the people. 
Twenty 
of these states elect for a term of six 
years or less, the prevailing term being 
six years; seven elect for eight years; 
two elect for nine years; two twenty- 
one years. 


Twelve states 
select their 
Judges 
ctherivise than 
by the 
people. 
In 
Delaware 
and 
Massachusetts 
the 
judges are appointed by the governor: 
in Louisiana, Maine, Mississippi, New 
Hampshire and New Jersey the gov- 
ernor appoints the judges with the 
consent of the senate or council, in 
Connecticut the judges ai-e nominated 
by the governor and appointed by the 
legislature; and in Rhode Island, South 
Carolina, Vermont and Virginia the 
legislature elects the judges. 


The term of the appointed judges 
are: In one state, Vcimont, two years; 
lii two states, seven 
years; in two 
states, eight years; in one state, .line 
years; in three states, twelve years: 
in Massachusetts and New Hampshire 
the judges are chosen for life, and in 
Rhode Island they hold for life unless 
removed. 


Judges of circuit and other inferior 


courts are as a rule elected by the 
people for short terms, although sev- 
eral states select these judges by their 
general assembly or by the governor. 


The election 
ot judges 
for short 
terms has bfen condemned as 
the 
principal source of weakness of the 
courts. 
In a report to the Common- 
wealth club of California in 1914 a 
special committee said "the one fea- 
ture distinguishing the judicial system 
of our state from that of every other 
civilized Caucasian nation is the selec- 
tion of judges at general elections to 
serve for short terms. 
In all the rest 
of the western world, including such 
radical governments as those of New 
Zealand, Australia, Great Britain and 
Switzerland, judges are chosen by a 
qualified appointing officer or board 
with a tenure during good behavoir 
and usually a pension on retirement." 


The report of the committee among 
other things, declared: 


"That while honesty and good inten- 
tions are necessary in the judge, as in 
all public officers, efficiency in the 
rosition requires brenth and grasp of 
intellect, 
quickness, 
certainty 
and 
adaptability and, above 
all, mental 
stamina, together with e.xceptional pro- 
fessional training and experience. 


That the lack of these qualities puts 
the judge in the power of the shrewd 
and forceful attorney, leads to tim- 
idity, uncertainty and error 
in 
the 
rulings of the court, and sluggishness 
in the progress of litigation. 


That while procedure may be sim- 
plified, the 
actual problems present- 
ed to our courts grow more and more 
complex with the more complex or- 
ganization of our civilization, and the 
need for 
greater 
mentality 
in 
the 
judge correspondingly increases. 


That the information as to the men 
having the requisite judicial qualifi- 
cations is not within the reach of the 
average 
intelligent 
citizen and that 
hence he is not qualified to make a 
proper choice at a popular election. 


That the uncertainty of tenure and 
offensiveness of campaigning are not 
only unfair and demoralizing to 
the 
judges 
who 
serve 
us, but prevent 
many of the best qualified men from 
becoming candidates. 


That the selection of Judges at gen- 
eral elections was a product of 
the 


democratic movement in the 
earlier 
half 
of the 
last century, v/hen the 
country was sparsely inhabited and 
the candidates were well known to 
the electors. 


That since the growth of large cities 
with their,more complex organization, 
the democratic reforms have turned 
to the short ballot, with its appointive 
system, for officials requiring 
high 
standards, professional character and 
ability. 


Various proposals have been made 
to correct the evils which are known 
to follow the system of electing judges 
for short terms. 


1. The election of judges for a long 
term. 
This remedy is only partial. 


2. 
The election 
of judges 
at 
a 
special election. 
This would remove 
some of the partisansiiip but not the 
inherent difficulties of selecting quali- 
fied judges by the people. 


3. 
The election of candidates who 
have been nominated by regularly or- 
ganized 
bar 
associations. 
This 
is 
highly objectionable. 
The bar is no- 
toriously conservative and their can- 
didates 
would 
reflect 
their 
senti- 
ments. 
Besides the lawyers have no 
greater concern than the 
public 
in 
the election of judges. 


4. 
The appointment of judges by 
the governor for long terms or for 
life. 
This system 
has 
forceful ex- 
amples in the Massachusetts supreme 
court and 
in the supreme court of 
the United States. 


5. 
The election by the people for 
long terms of judges who have been 
nominated by the governox-. 
This has 
the virtue of both appointment and 
election.

WAR GIVES SOMETHING 
TO ARCHAEOLOGY, EVEN 
IF IT DESTROYS MUCH 


EMANCIPATION CO>nNG. 


By REM. A. JOHNSTON. 


War has destroyed much that sci- 
ence and art gave to the world. 
Cathe- 
drals have been blown into fragments. 
Many of the world's greatest thinkers 
along artistic and scientific lines have 
paid for their love of right and liberty 
with their lives. 
Still, in a way, war 
has given back some tilings that it has 
been 
vicious 
in taking away; 
and 
among its gifts are certain finds along 
archeological lines which came 
out 
quite in the line of duty, and were 
made by soldiers who were simply tun- 
neling for safety, and had not the 
slightest thought that they were doing 
anything except obey the commands of 
de.^truction. 


In 1915 certain French soldiers who 
were "digging themselves in" on the 
Gallipoli peninsula discovered ancient 
tombs which archeological savants de- 
clare to have been a part of the ancient 
cemetery 
of 
Elaeseus, an Athenian 
town. 
In this very cemetery resposed 
the 
bones 
of 
Protesilaus, 
the 
first 
Greek soldier who fell when Helen's 
lover "launched a thousand ships and 
burned the topless towers of Illium." 


The depth suggested possibilities to 
the minds of some of the officers; and, 
is much as was possible, certain exca- 
vations were made, and some of the 
finds 
were 
returned 
to the 
proper 
sources for archeological examination 
and classification. 


In this way the present war is link- 
ing Itself up with that Immortal cam- 
paign of 3000 B. C., spanning 
fifty 
centuries and connecting with events 
which happened in the dawn of his- 
tory. 
So also will fragments of the 
activity of modern Mars record them- 
selves on the imperishable records of 
these times, making it possible for 
future delvers in the archives of bui-ied 
races to find and to reconnect their 
present w^lth what is now present to us. 


Some theorists believe that every act 
is recorded also in a peculiarly remote 
and tenuous medium of matter, re- 
ferred to by certain philosophers as 
akasa. 
They declare that akasa is a 
subtle fluid that pervades all space, 
and exists everywhere and in every- 
thing, as the vehicle of life and sound" 
and that in this or on this form of 
etherialized matter every act or hap- 
pening of the universe is recorded. 


Whether this be truth or theory it 
is likely that scientific men will for 
some time continue to put their trust 


in archeological records alone, 
and 
that they will trace wars as well as 
progress by the things their scholars 
and their soldiers dig out of the ground. 


A short time ago 
John 
Hopkins 
univeisity received a collection of in- 
struments unearthed at Kolophon, in 
Ionia, where Greek civilization once 
reigned supreme. 
This collection con- 
tained many things we use in some 
form at the present time. There were 
knives, surgical appliances, 
trephin- 
ing instruments and abdominal knives 
for use in major surgery. 
Some of the 
instruments found indicated a knowl- 
edge of dentistry. 
And beyond this 
were specimens from Nippur of Bab- 
ylonia proving an existence which had 
a parcels post service in 4000 B. C. 


Some of the things dug out by the 
soldiers were obsolete in form and 
use, and tliese recall the old 
"tear 
bottles" which were used by the Israel- 
itish girls when their sweethearts neg- 
lected them to the extent that hand- 
kerchiefs were not large enough to 
hold the copious fall of 
lachrymal 
fluid. 
Incidenally, one might say that 
one of the most perfect examples ex- 
tant of the famed "tear bottle" may 
be seen in the collection of Dr. Rich- 
ardson, of Winona college. 
This col- 
lection, by the way, is so near to Fort 
Wayne, that it is worth examination 
on the part of anybody who may be at 
Winona Lake during the coming sea- 
son. And, although none of the pieces 
were found in excavations made since 
the war began they are very fine and 
heavy with association that recall the 
fights of old by the "topless towers"— 
the battles for Helen's face and favor! 


In the anthropological section of the 
national museum at Washington may 
be found priijiltive instruments and 
various articles 
of 
ihousehold 
use 
which were dug up by soldiers who 
were bent upon excavations which had 
nothing to do with science. 
Sappers 
occasionally \come upon plates, pots, 
rude dishes, and evidences of older 
civilizations than those we know from 
ordinary historical research. 
And in 
this way between the bursts of shrap- 
nel and the rattle of machine guns the 
soldiers catch glimpses of dead civlH- 
zations, and learn instinctively some- 
thing of the great law that leads the 
human family through war after war 
to that essential position of the race— 
that future time when war need be no 
more.

Efforts to prevent another outbreak 
of poliomyelitis, or infantile paralysis, 
in the state this summer have been 
undertaken by the Indiana State Med- 
ical society in co-operation with Dr. 
H. H. Mitchell, epidemiologist of the 
state board of health. The June meet- 
ings of the county societies have been 
devoted to a symposium on this dis- 
ease, about which comparatively little 
has been known prior to the epidemics 
of recent years. 
Specialists from the 
larjrer medical centers have addressed 
these meetings and the various doctors 
In turn are endeavoring to educate the 
people to proper methods of 
fighting 
this dease. 


Last year there were 178 cases re- 
ported In Indiana, a new high record, 
from which 80 deaths resulted. 
The 
greatest difficulty in controlling this 
disease is lack of an early diagnosis, 
infection reauiu from dtraot «ontact 
with th* MobglkM dtoiMg or through 


radically is that a carrier of mild, un- 
recognized cases, impossible to locate, 
may be In the community. 


While the subject of prevention is of 
great importance, doctors are devoting 
even greater consideration to the care 
of the wreckage left after an epidemic,

which may prevent deformities.

disease leaves behind It In many cases 
a paralysis which is of itself disabling 
and 
which, 
if 
neglected, 
or

treated, often leads to serious and dis- 
abling deformities.

Iry Drying Fruits to 
Be Able to Aid Others 


Dry vegetables and fruits for winter 
use if tin cans and glass jars for can- 
ning are scarce or expensive. 


This Is the advice of specialists of 
the United States department of agri- 
culture, who recently have studied the 
possibilities of conserving food to meet 
war needs in spite of any difficulties 
that may be experienced in obtaining 
canning 
containers. 
Drying was 
a 
well-recognized and successful way of 
preserving certain foods before can- 
ning came into general use,, the spe- 
cialists point out, and modern methods 
m a k e it still more 
practicable 
than 
formerly either in the home or by com- 
munity groups. 


Three methods of drying have been 
found by the department specialists to 
give satisfactory results. 
There 
are 
sun drying, drying by articflcial heat 
and drying with air blasts, as before 
an electric fan. 
Trays for drying by 
any one of these methods, as well as 
tray f r a m e s for use over stoves or be- 
fore fans, can be made satisfactorily 
at home. 
F r a m e s and trays for use 
with artificial heat may be purchased 
complete if desired. 


Home-made trays .may be made of 
Bide and end boards three-fourths of 
an inch thick and two 
inches 
wide, 
and bottom boards of lathing 
spaced 
one-fourth of an 
inch. 
If 
desired, 
one-fourth-inch galvanized wide mesh 
may be tacked to the 
side and 
end 
ends boards to f o r m the bottoms of 
the trays. 
F r a m e s for use before fans 
m a y ' be made of wood of convenient 
size. 
F r a m e s for use with 
artificial 
heat should be made of none-inflam- 
mable material to as great an extent 
as possible. 
As many 
as 
six 
trays 
may be placed one above 
the 
other 
when artificial heat is used. 
In drying 
before a fan the number of trays that 
may be placed one above the other will 
depend, to a large extent, 
upon 
the 
diameter of the fan. 
In drying In the 
sun trays as described may be used or 
the products to be dried may be spread 
on sheets of paper or muslin held in 
place by weights. 


Preparing Foods for Drying. 
Vegetables and fruits will dry better 
if sliced. 
They should 
be cut 
into 
slices one-eighth to one-fourth of an 
inch thick. 
If thicker they may not 
dry 
thoroughly. 
While 
drying 
the 
products should be turned or stirred 
from time to time. 
Dried 
products 
should 
be 
packed 
temporarily 
for 
three or four days and poured 
each 
day from one box to another to bring 
about thorough mixing, and 
so 
that 
the whole mass will have a uniform 
degree 
of moisture. 
If during 
this 
"conditioning" 
any 
pieces 
of 
the 
products are found to be 
too 
moist, 
they should be returned to the trays 
and dried further. 
When in condition 
the products may be packed 
perma- 
nently in tight 
paper 
bags, 
insect- 
proof paper boxes or cartons, or glass 
or tin containers. 


Spinach and Parslej'—Spinach that 
is in prime condition for greens should 
be prepared by careful washing and 
removing the leaves from the roots. 
Spread the leaves 
on 
trays 
to 
dry 
thoroughly. 
They will dry much more 
promptly if sliced or chopped. 


Beets—Select young, quickly grown, 
tender beets, which should be washed, 
peeled, sliced about an eighth of an 
inch thick,- and dried. 


Turnips should be treated 
in 
the 
same way as beets. 


Carrots should be well grown, 
but 
varieties having a large woody 
core 
should be avoided. 
Wash, peel and 
slice croiswise into pieces 
about 
an 
eighth of an inch thick. 


Parsnips should be treated in 
the 
same way as carrots. 


Onions—Remove the outside papery 
covering. 
Cut 
off 
tops 
and 
roots. 
Slice into one-eighth-inch pieces and 
dry.

Manufacturers Selling to 
Chain and Mail Stores 
Hits Small Dealer. 


Chicago, June 21.—Unfair competition, 
according to a committee report to the 
"liberty convention" of 
the 
NationaJ 
Wholesale Grocers' association here to* 
day, is driving small retailers from bus- 
iness in increasing numbers. The alleged 
unfaimesB consists, accordnig to the re- 
port, in manufacturers selling large, con- 
signments direct to chain stores, mail 
order houses and department stores at 
prices normally charged the wholesaler, 
and at which the manufacturer cannot 
profitably sell the individual small re- 
tailer. 


The report was etibmitted by the com- 
mittee on the federal trades commission, 
and it holds that such 
practices 
are 
clearly within the law prohibiting un- 
fair competition. 
The report remarking 
that there are 53,393 retail merchants, 
including 318,631 groceries in the United 
States, asserts: 


"The tendency to eliminate the small 
man is, therefore, toward monopoly, and 
under present condition this

Further along tho report states that 
hitherto the government has acted only 
after strong monopolies have actually 
been established, and adds: 


"It now remains to be seen whether 
the government will permit a far more 
gigantic monopoly than any which have 
preceded ti to be built up with ever in- 
creasing rapidity, and to obtain control 
of the first necessity of life."

Admonishes Dr. W. L. Bryan 
in Speaking to Graduates 
of High School. 


117 STUDENTS GET 
THEIR CEETIFICATES 


Fifty-third Commencement 
Exercises Held at Palace 
Theater Thursday. 


"Do not fall into the trap. 
By that 
I mean the trap of habits." w^as an ad- 
«onishlng statement which Dr. AV. L. 
Bryan, president of Indiana university 
nade in his address to the graduates 
>f the Fort Wayne high school at the 
Palace theater Thursday afternoon 


Dr. Bryan arrived in Fort Wayne at 
loon Thursday and was 
a guest of 
loner at a luncheon 
at the Wayne 
lotel under the auspices of Indiana 
Alumni association. 


The 
fifty-third 
annual commence- 
nent exercises of the Fort Wayne high 
Ind manual training schools were held 
tn the New Palace theater. 
The ex- 
ercises began at 2 o'clock. 
The entire 
graduating class, 
consisting of one 
aundred and seventeen, and the high 
jchool faculty occupied seats on the 
large and beautifully decorated stage. 


The entire interior 
of the theater 
itras decoratad in the class colors of 
rold and black. 
The national colors 
llso occupied important and conspicu- 
ous places in the theater. 


Progra™ Rendered. 
The 
orchestra 
rendered 
several 
numbers. 
Rev. U. S. A. Bridge led in 
prayer, after which the orchestra ren- 
Sered another selection. 
Carl William 
Bothery, the 
salutatorian, delivered 
his address and spoke on the subject, 
"Potato Patch Patriots." 


The valedictory 
was delivered by 
Georgiana Hall Hudson, whose sub- 
ject was. "The Outdoor Girl." 
Both 
addresses were well given. 


Immediately after the address of 
Dr. W. L. Bryan, Ernest W. Cook, a 
member of the school board, presented 
the graduates with 
their certificates. 
Bix members of the class were unable 
Vl attend the commencement exerris'^s. 
This number 
of young 
men have 
joined the colors and are now doing 
Hieir bit in 
khaki uniforms. 
Their 
fliplomas were presented to members 
Df their respective families. 


Dr. Bryan's Address- 
Dr. Bryan was greeted 
with 
ap- 
plaus and enthusiasm when he stepped 
lorward to deliver the address of the 
day. 
The majority of people present 
had heard Dr. Bryan speak before and 
knew that something worth while was 
in store. 
Immediately everyone set- 
tled down to perfect quietness. 
He 
announced that his subject was "The 
Trap." 


He explained in the beginning that 
he meant the trap of habit when he 
spoke of the trap. 


"Each person has a certain way to 
make his living," stated the university 
president, "and the trouble is that when 
a change comes, and they do come, 
the person cannot adapt himself to the 
change." 


Dr. Bryan told of a number of men 
who ai-e engaged in the southern part 
of the state in the tinplate business. 
He said that several years ago, along 
came a machine which could do the 
v. ork of twenty men. The men conse- 
quently were out of a job. Not one of 
them had prepared for a change and 
as a result they were thrown out of 
employment and although skilled in 
their own profession had to go to work 
at unskilled 
labor 
somewhere else. 
The speaker said this happened be- 
cause they had fallen victims to the 
trap of habits. 


"Men of today," continued Dr. Bry- 
an, "must not only be possessors of 
skill but they must have flexibility. If 
they don't the time will come when 
they will find that their line of work 
has ceased to be and being unskilled 
in any other work they are ready to 
be thrown on the trash heap." 


£xcrcise Two Things. 
He pointed out examples in order 
to prove his statements and then told 
the graduates there were two things 
to do in order to avoid falling into the 
trap. 


"A person should prepai-e himself in 
Buch a manner that he will have fnore 
than one bread-winning occupation," 
stated Or. Bryan, "and in the second 
place he should obtain deeper mastery 
over his occupation." 


He then showed how the man who 
was working all day long in a factory 
and at night could be found in a school 
running a lathe or doing work with 
Bome other kind of a machine, was the 
Bort of an Individual who was doing 
both things in order not to fall In the 
trap. 


He closed his address with an ap- 
peal to avoid the trap, declaring that 
education higher than that already ob- 
tained would help materially In keep- 
ing each one out of the detrimental 
trap of habits.

Senate Committee Decides 
to Bring Revenue to 
Individuals. 


Washington, D. C., June 21.—Exten- 
sion of exces.«! profits taxes in the war 
revenue bill to individuals engaged in 
trade or business as wel! as corpora- 
tions and partnerships, was 
decided 
upon today by the senate finance com- 
mittee. 
From the individual tax an 
additional $100,000,000 in revenue is 
expected. 


An exemption of $5,000 in assessing 
the tax will apply to individuals on 
the same basis as corporations. 
The 
individual tax would be additional to 
the income tax. 


The object of the tax is to reach war 
profits of trade conducted personally 
and not incorporate 
or 
partnership 
form. 
The tax, it is expected, will ap- 
ply also to professional men, such as 
physicians and dentists. 


In levying the excess profits tax upon 
corporations having subnormal profits 
during the three years preceding the 
war, upon which normal and excess 
profits calculations are to be based,

Once earlier in the day when the 


suffragists appeared 
with a banner 


bearing tho same inscriptions a small 
crowd demolished it without much 
demonstration. 
Soon 
after 
noon, 


however,, the 
suffragists 
appeared 


with a new banner, stouter than the 
others, which they expected the crowd 
would have more difficulty in destroy- 
ing. The crowd was tjond natured for 
the most part but determined in Us 
work, and did not attack the women 
who held the banners. 
Police were 


forced to clear the sidewalks in front 
of the white house several times but 
always managed to reach the scene of 
the attack on the banners just a mo- 
ment too late 


The crowd was not organized and 


showed no signs of interfering with the 
sentinels themselves until a woman, 
modestly dressed, who had been talk- 
Ing earnestly to one of the sentinels 
for several minutes, suddenly snatched 
one of the banners and ran into Penn- 
sylvania avenue. 


In a moment the crowd got into 


action and the sentinels were 
sur- 


rounded. 
One by one their flags of 


purple, white and gold were taken 
from'them and torn to shreds. One 
standard-bearer, Miss Hazel Hunkins, 
game to the last, climbed up on the 
pedestal of one of the white house 
gates and raised her banner as high as 
she could over her head In an effort to 
save it. She lasted only a moment. A 
man took the pole from her hand, 
broke It over the iron gate and the 
suffragist fell to the ground.

began to disperse the crowd but some

FOUNDING A CLAM. 


'oppose the conscription bill now join their 
.whole-souled efforts to the task of the presi- 
dent to obtain these seventy thousand volun- 
teers. Speaker Clark's opinions inclined to 
the view that conscription was a disgrace. 
"Out in Missouri our people look upon A 
(drafted man as no better than a convict," ex- 
claimed the speaker in a fine burst of patriot- 
ic frenzy. If that be the case, the state of 
Missouri with over three hundred thousand 
registered conscription cligibles ought to fill 
up the gaps in the regulars with no great de- 
lay. It will be a fine start if Missouri shall 
offer even but 10 per cent, of the men needed. 


Aside from all this and to the point direct- 


ly, the call for volunteers opens the way to 
young men who want to serve and are anxious 
to see active service with the least delay. 
Those who get into the regulars now will get 
Into France soon. Regular regiments already 
are "made." Their officers arc highly train- 
id, their rank and file is for the most part 
well-seasoned. Seventy-thousand volunteers 
distributed among these will be licked into 
shape in jig-time and ready for the front 
months before the conscripted army can be 
called disciplined. 


On the basis of a dollar per capita of her 


population, Evansville has set $100,000 as the 
goal of her Red Cross efforts. Yesterday af- 
ternoon something like three-fourths of the 
sum had been pledged. Fort Wayne has set 
$80,000 as the goal of her Red Cross efforts 
and yesterday afternoon had secured pledges 
for less than half the sum. 


Evansville for months has consistently 


ignored the estimates of the federal census 
bureau ranking her population below Fort 
Wayne and has stubbornly set up claim to the 
possession of one hundred thousand souls. At- 
tainment of her Red Cross goal will place her 
claim on a very attractive and convincing 
foundation. 


We do not believe Fort Wayne's people are 


going to surrender to Evansville their official 
claim to the honors and distinctions as In- 
diana's second city o nany basis of such testi- 
mony as performance in the Red Cross cam- 
paign may afford. Fort Wayne is as able as 
Evansville to contribute an average of one 
dollar a head. Giving away money now will 
settle rtothing when the next decennial census 
is taken three years hence, but it does cut 
something of a figure in this friendly rivalry 
for second place honors and will cut consid- 
erable of a figure in the manner of regard 
from the outside. Beyond this, however, is 
the real figure that will be cut by the fact of 
giving and the amount given to the Red Cross 
fund. 


That is something more than worth while 


for itself. We trust it will be kept pre-emi- 
nently in mind, and that the while there shall 
be no failure to remember that as official 
claimant to second honors for population 
among the state's cities some excess of Fort 
Wayne's allotment is in order. 


Twenty thousand dollars was subscribed by 


a few men to start the Red Cross campaign 
in this city. Of the balance so far obtained 
there is an average of less than a dollar a 
heart for less than one-fourth of the city's pop- 
ulation. One hundred thousand dollars does 
not appear beyond reason or beyond reach.

How to select the right kind of men 


to perform the exacting task of dis- 
pensing justice efficiently on the bench 
is the principal problem of judicial re- 
form. The ideals set forth in the pre- 
ceding 
chapter cannot 
be attained 


until a system is devised to select men 
having the particular qualifications 
needed for a judge. 


We select judges now in this state 


by popular election upon 
partisan 


tickets. Each party nominates its can* 
dldates and the voters vote for their 
party 
candidates. 
The Judges are 


therefore inevitably in politics. They 
must serve the party to get the nomi- 
nation in the first instance and they 
must continue to serve if they expect 
renomination and re-election. 


Moreover, we elect for brief terms 


and the judge fairly gets settled in his 
duties and begins to develop expert- 
ness when his term expires and the 
fortune of politics may throw him out., 
The term in Indiana is six years for 
circuit, superior", appellate and su- 
preme judges. 


The. system of elective Judges and 


short terms is not peculiar to Indiana. 
Thirty-six states elect their state su- 
preme judges by the people. Twenty 
of these state? elect for a term of six 
years or less, the prevailing term being 
six years; seven elect for eight years; 
two elect for nine years; two twenty- 
one years. 


Twelve states select their 
Judges 


otherwise than 
by the 
people. 
In 


Delaware 
and 
.Massachusetts 
the 


judges are appointed by the governor:. 
in Louisiana, Maine. Mississippi, New 
Hampshire and New Jersey the gov- 
ernor appoints the judges with the 
consent of the senate or council, in 
Connecticut the judges are nominated 
by the governor and appointed by the 
legislature: and in Rhode Island, South 
Carolina, Vermont and Virginia the 
legislature elects the judges. 


The term of the appointed judges 


are: In one state. Vcimont. two years: 
in two states, seven 
years; in two 


states, eight years; in one state, nine 
years; in three states, twelve years: 
in Massachusetts and New Hampshire 
the judges are chosen for life, and in 
Rhode Island they hold for life unless 
removed. 


Judges of circuit and other inferior 


courts are as a rule elected by the j 
people for short terms, although sev- 
eral states select these judges by their 
general assembly or by the governor. 


The election of judges for short 


terms has been condemned as the 
principal source of weakness of the 
courts. 
In a report to the Common- 


wealth club of California in 1914 a 
special committee said "the one fea- 
ture distinguishing the judicial system 
of our state from that of every other 
civilized Caucasian nation is the selec- 
tion of judges at general elections to 
serve for short terms. In all the rest 
of the western world. Including such 
radical governments as those of New 
Zealand. Australia, Great Britain and 
Switzerland, judges are chosen by a 
qualified appointing officer or board 
with a, tenure during good behavoir 
and usually a. pension on retirement." 


The report of the committee among 


other things, declared: 


"Xhat while honesty and good inten- 


tions are necessary In the judge, as in 
all public officers, efficiency in the 
position requires breath and grasp of 
Intellect, 
quickness, 
certainty 
and 


adaptability and, above all. mental 
stamina, together with exceptional pro- 
fessional training and experience. 


That the lack of these qualities puts 


the judge in the power of the shrewd 
and forceful attorney, leads to tim- 
idity, uncertainty and error in the 
rulings of the court, and sluggishness 
in the progress of litigation. 


That while procedure may be sim- 


plified, the actual problems present- 
ed to our courts grow more and more 
complex with the more complex or- 
ganization of our civilization, and the 
need for greater mentality in the 
judge correspondingly Increases. 


That the information as to the men 


having the requisite judicial qualifi- 
cations is not within the reach of the 
average intelligent citizen and that 
hence he is not qualified to make a 
proper choice at a popular election. 


That the uncertainty of tenure and 


offensiveness of campaigning are not 
only unfair and demoralizing to the 
judges who serve us, but prevent 
many of the best qualified men from 
becoming candidates. 


That the selection of judges at gen- 


eral elections was a product of the 


democratic movement in the earlier 
half of the last century, when the 
country was sparsely inhabited and 
the candidates were well known to 
the electors. 


That since the growth of large cities 


with their more complex organization, 
the democratic reforms have turned 
to the short ballot, with its appointive 
system, for officials requiring high 
standards, professional character and 
ability. 


Various proposals have been made 


to correct the evils which are known 
to follow the system of electing judges 
for short terms. 


1. The election of judges for a long 


terra. This remedy is only partial. 


2. The election of judges 
at 
a 


special election. This would remove 
some of the partisanship but not the 
inherent difficulties of selecting quali- 
fied judges by the people. 


3. The election of candidates -who 


have been nominated by regularly or- 
ganized 
bar associations. 
This 
is 


highly objectionable. 
The bar is no- 


toriously conservative and their can- 
didates would 
reflect their senti- 


ments. 
Besides the lawyers have no 


reater concern than the public ill 


the election of judges. 


4. The appointment of judges by 


the governor for long terms or for 
life. 
This system has forceful ex- 


amples in the Massachusetts supreme 
court and in the supreme court of 
the United States. 


5. • The election by the people for 


long terms of judges who have been 
nominated by the governor. This has 
the virtue of both appointment and 
election.

War has destroyed much that sci- 


ence and art gave to tho world. Cathe- 
drals have been blown into fragments. 
Many of the world's ftrcatcst thinkers 
along artistic nnd scientific lines have 
paid for their1 love of rlKht and liberty 
with their lives. Still, in a way. war 
has given back some things that It has 
been vicious In taking awny; and 
among Its Rifts are certain finds along 
archcolosical lines which came out 
quite in the lino of duty, nnd were 
made by soldiers who were simply tun- 
neling for safety, and had not the 
slightest thought that they were doing 
anything except obey the commands of 
destruction. 


In 1915 certain French soldiers who 


were "digging themselves In" on the 
Gallipoli peninsula discovered ancient 
tombs which archeological savants de- 
clare to have been a p«rt of the ancient 
cemetery of 
Elacseus, an Athenian 


town. In this very cemetery rcsposed 
the bones of Protcsllaus, tho first 
Greek soldier who fell when Helen's 
lover "launched a thousand ships and 
burned the topless towers of Illium." 


The depth suggested possibilities to 


the minds of some of tho officers; and, 
is much ns was possible, certain exca- 
vations were made, and some of the 
finds were returned to the proper 
sources for archeological examination 
and classification. 


In this way tho present war 1s link- 


ing Itself up with that immortal cam- 
paign of 3000 B. C., spanning fifty 
centuries and connecting with events 
which happened in tho dawn of his- 
tory- 
So also will fragments of the 


activity of modern Mars record them- 
selves on the imperishable records of 
these times, making It possible for 
future delvers in the archives of burled 
races to find and to reconnect their 
present with what is now present to us. 


Some theorists believe that every act 


is recorded also in a peculiarly remote 
and tenuous medium of matter, re- 
ferred to by certain philosophers as 
akasa. They declare that akasa Is a 
"subtle fluid that pervades aJ.1 space, 
and exists everywhere and in every- 
thing, ns the vehicle of life and sound" 
and that in this or on this form of 
etherializerl matter every act or hap- 
pening of the universe Is recorded.

And beyond this 
were specimens from Nippur of Bab- 
ylonia proving an existence which had 
a parcels post service in 4000 B. C. 


Some of the things dug out by tho 


soldiers were obsolete In form and 
use. and these recall the old "tear 
bottles" which were used by the Israel- 
itlsh girls when their swootl.earts neg- 
lected them to tho extent that hand- 
kerchiefs were not large enough to 
hold tho copious fall of lachrymal 
fluid. Incldcnally, one might say that 
one of tho most perfect examples ex- 
tant of the famed "tear bottle" may 
be seen in the collection of Dr. Rich- 
ardson, of Winona college. This col- 
lection, by the way, Is so near to Fort 
Wayne, that it is worth examination 
on the part of anybody who may be at 
Winona Lake during the coming sea- 
son. And, although none of the pieces 
were found in excavations made since 
the war began they are very fine and 
heavy with association that recall the 
flphts of old by the "topless towers"— 
the battles for Helen's face and favor! 


In the anthropological section of the 


national museum at Washington may 
be found primitive Instruments and 
various articles 
of 
household use 


which were dug up by soldiers who 
were bent upon excavations which had 
nothing to do with science. Sappers 
occasionally come upon plates, pots. 
rude dishes, and evidences of older 
civilizations than those we know from 
ordinary historical research. And in 
this way between the bursts of shrap- 
nel and the rattle of machine guns the 
soldiers catch glimpses of dead,civili- 
zations, and learn instinctively! some- 
thing of the great law that leads the 
human family through war after war 
to that essential position of the race— 
that future time when war need be no

Iry Drying Fruits to 


Be Able to Aid Others 


Dry vegetables and fruits for winter 


use if tin cans and Klass Jars for can- 
ning are scarce or expensive. 


This is the advice of specialists of 


tho United States department of agri- 
culture, who recently have studied tho 
possibilities of conserving food to meot 
war needs In splto of any dlrTiculti'-R 
th.it may he experienced in obtaining 
canning containers. 
Drying wns si 


wcll-recoKnlzed and successful way of 
preserving; certain foods before can- 
ning came Into general use. the spe- 
cialists point out. and modern methods 
make It still more practicable than 
formerly cither In the M>mo or by com- 
munity groups. 


Three methods of drying have been 


found hy th« department specialists to 
give satisfactory results. 
There arc 


sun drying, drying hy artlcflclnl hent 
and drying with air blasts, as before 
ftn electric fan. 
Trays for drying hy 


any one of theso methods, as well as 
tray frames for use over stoves or be- 
fore fans, can bo made satisfactorily 
at home. 
Frames and trays for use 


with artlnrlnl heat may be purchased 
complete If desired. 


Home-m.Tdo trnys may he rnado ol 


elde and end boards three-fourths of 
an Inch thick and two inches wide, 
and bottom boards of lathing spaced 
one-fourth of an Inch. 
If desired 


one-fciurth-lnch galvanized wide mesh 
may bo tacked to tho side and enq 
ends boards to form tho bottoms of 
tho trays. Frames for use before fans 
may be made of wood of convenient 
size. Frames for use with artiflcla1 
heat should he made of none-Inflam- 
mable material to as great an extent 
as possible. As many as six trays 
may be placed one above the other 
when artificial heat Is used. In drying 
before a fan the number of trays tha 
may be placed one above tho other wll 
depend, to a large extent, upon th< 
diameter of the fan. In drying in thi 
sun trays as described may be used o: 
the products to be dried may be spread 
on sheets of paper or muslin held In 
place by weights. 
Preparing Foods for Drying. 


Vegetables and fruits will dry bette 


if sliced. 
They should be cut inti 


slices one-eighth to one-fourth of an 
inch thick. 
If thicker they may no 


dry 
thoroughly. 
While drying th. 


products should be turned or stirrci 
from time to time. 
Dried product, 


should 
be packed temporarily fo 


three or four days and poured eac 
day from one box to another to brin 
about thorough mlxinp, and so tha 
the whole mass will have a uniforn 
degree of moisture.

"conditioning" 
any

products are found to be too molsi 
they should be returned to the tray 
and dried further. When in conditio 
the products may be packed perma 
nently'in tight paper bags, insect 
proof paper boxes or cartons, or glas 
or tin containers. 


Spinach and Parsley—Spinach tha 


is in prime condition for greens slioul 
be prepared by careful washing an 
removing the leaves from tho roots- 
Spread the leaves on trays to dr 
thoroughly. They will dry much mor 
promptly if sliced or chopped. 


Beets—Select young, quickly grown, 


tender beets, which should be washed, 
peeled, sliced about an cig-hth of an 
inch thick, and dried. 


Turnips should be treated in the 


same way as beets. 
Carrots should he well grown, but 


varieties having a large woody core 
should he avoided. Wash, peel and 
slice crosswise into pieces about an 
eighth of an inch thick. 


parsnips should be treated in tho 


same way as carrots. 


Onions—Remove the outside papery 


covering. 
Cut off tops and roots. 


Slice into one-eighth-inch pieces and 
dry.Cabbage—Select 
well 
developed 


heads of cabbage and remove all loose 
outside leaves. 
Split the cabbage, re- 


move the hard, woody core, and slice 
the remainder ot the head with a 
kraut cutter, or other hand slicing 
machine.

Manufacturers Selling to 


Chain and Mail Stores 


Hits Small Dealer. 


Chicago, Juno 21.—Unfair competition, 


according to a committee report to the 
"liberty convention" of the 
National 


Wholesale Grocers'• association here to- 
day, is driving small retailers from bus- 
iness in increasing numbers. The alleged 
unfairness consists, accordnig to the re- 
port, in manufacturers selling largo con- 
signments direct to chain stores, mail 
order houses and department stores at 
prices normally charged the wholesaler, 
and at which the manufacturer cannot 
profitably sell the individual small re- 
tailer. 


The report was submitted by the com- 


mittee on the federal trades commission, 
and it holds that such practices are 
clearly within the law prohibiting un- 
fair competition. The report remarking 
that there are 53,393 retail merchants, 
including 318,631 groceries in the United 
States, asserts: 


"The tendency to eliminate the small 


man is, therefore, toward monopoly, and 
under present condition this tendency 


will soon become an accelerated move- 
ment which will sweep thousands of 
American retailers to eventual, ruin, at 
the same time injure the jobber, who is 
their only practical source of supply for 
other than locally produced goods." 


Further along the report states that 


hitherto the government has acted only 
after strong monopolies have actually 
been established, and adds: 


"It now remains to be seen whether 


the government will permit a far more 
gigantic monopoly than any which have 
preceded ti to be built up with ever in- 
creasing rapidity, and to obtain control 
of the first necessity of life."

sion of CXCCSB profits taxes in tho war 
roi'enuc bill to Individuals engaged In 
trade or business as well as corpora- 
tions and partnerships, was decided 
upon today by the senate finance com- 
mittee. 
From tho Individual tax an 


additional $100,000,000 in revenue is 
expected. 


An exemption of $B.OOH In assessing 


tho tax will apply to individuals on 
the same basis as corporations. The 
Individual tax would be additional to 
tho income tax. 


The object of the tax is to roach war 


profits of trade conducted personally 
and not incorporate or partnership 
form. Tho tax, it In expected, will ap- 
ply also to professional men, such as 
physicians and dentists. 


In levying the excess profits ta.x upon 


corporations having subnormal profits 
during the three years preceding the 
war, upon which normal and excess 
profits calculations are to be based, 
the committeo decided to allow the 
$5,000 exemption nnd also an addi- 
tional exemption of six per cent upon 
capital actually Invested and em- 
ployed.
